The  hundred  and  first  General  Court  of  the  Common-  Jj2|[^^32i 
wealth  of  Massachusetts  convened  at  the  State  House  in  °'  "  ^"' 
Boston  on  the  first  Wednesday  in  January,  being  the 
seventh  day  thereof,  in  the  year  of  our  Lord  eighteen 
hundred  and  eighty,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the 
United  States  of  America  the  one  hundred  and  fourth. 
And  the  members-elect  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
having  assembled  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber,  virere 
called  to  order  at  eleven  o'clock  a.m.  by  the  Hon.  John  I. 
Baker  of  Beverly,  the  senior  member-elect  present. 

By  request  of  the  presiding  officer  prayer  was  oflTered 
by  the  Rev.  William  R.  Tompkins  of  Wrentham,  a  mem- 
ber-elect of  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Thomas  of  Brookline,  — 

Ordered^  That  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to 

inform  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth  that  the  House 

has  been  called  to  order. 

Messrs.  Thomas  of  Brookline,  Horton  of  Salem,  Bennett 
of  Lowell,  Blanchard  of  Boston,  Holmes  of  Adams,  Pad- 
dack  of  Nantucket,  and  McGlynn  of  Fall  River,  were 
appointed  the  committee. 

Thereupon  the  Secretary  transmitted  to  the  House  a 
list  of  all  the  persons  returned  as  representatives,  with  the 
original  certificates  of  their  election  which  had  been  re- 
turned to  his  office ;  also  a  communication  from  the  board 
of  aldermen  of  the  city  of  Boston,  announcing  that  there 
was  no  choice  of  one  representative  for  the  Twentieth 
SuiTolk  representative  district ;  that  said  district  was  en- 
titled to  two  representatives,  and  that  a  vacancy  existed  in 
said  district.

Oaths  admlnls* 
tered. 


On  motion  of  Mr.  Merritt  of  Springfield,  — 
Ordered^  That  the  Clerk  call  the  roll  of  the  House,  to 
ascertain  if  a  quorum  be  present. 

The  roll  was  called ;  and,  two  hundred  and  thirty-five 
members  having  answered  to  their  names,  the  Chair  de- 
clared a  quorum  present. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Stone  of  Newburyport,  — 
Ordered^  That  a  committee  of  seven  be  appointed  to 
wait  upon  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and  inform  him 
that  a  quorum  of  the   House  is  assembled,  and  that  the 
members  are  ready  to  be  qualified. 

Messrs.  Stone  of  Newburyport,  Bowerman  of  Pittsfield, 
Noyes  of  Boston,  Brackett  of  Boston,  Walker  of  Worces- 
ter, McGeough  of  Boston,  and  Morse  of  Boston,  were 
appointed  the  committee. 

Soon  afterwards  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  with  the 
Council  and  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth,  came  in, 
and  the  oaths  and  affirmations  required  by  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  laws  were  administered  by  his  Excellency  to 
the  members  present,  and  subscribed  by  them  ;  after  which 
the  Governor,  the  Council,  and  the  Secretary  withdrew. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sowdon  of  Boston,  — 

Ordered^  That,   until  a  Speaker  has  been  elected,  no 

person,  except  members  and  officers  of  the  Legishiture,  be 

allowed  on  the  floor  of  the  House. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Sherburne  of  Boston,  — 
Speaker  elected.        Ordered^  That  a  committee  of  six  be  appointed  to  re- 
ceive, sort,  and  count  the  votes  for  Speaker. 

Messrs.  Sherburne  of  Boston,  Hastings  of  Worcester, 
Allen  of  Boston,  Coffin  of  Newburyport,  Lodge  of  Nahant, 
and  O'Neil  of  Boston,  were  appointed  the  committee.

The  Resolve  providing  for  an  amendment  to  the  consti- 
tution, to  prevent  the  disfranchisement  of  certain  soldiers 
and  sailors  becoming  paupers,  was  further  considered,  the 
main  question  being  on  agreeing  to  the  resolve. 

Mr.  Merritt  of  Springfield  moved  to  amend  the  proposed 
article  of  amendment  by  adding  at  the  end  thereof  the 
words,  "  or  of  his  non-payment  of  any  state  or  county  tax." 

Mr.  Brackett  of  Boston  raised  the  point  of  order  that  Point  of  order, 
it  was  not  in  order  to  amend  the  resolve,  the  only  ques- 
tion admissible  being  on  agreeing  to  the  same  in  the  form 
in  which  it  was  referred  to  the  present  by  the  last  Gen- 
eral Court.  The  Speaker  ruled  that  the  point  was  not 
well  taken,  and  that  amendments  were  in  order. 

The  amendment  moved  by  Mr.  Merritt  was  then  re- 
jected by  a  vote  of  17  to  150. 

Mr.  Park  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  the  proposed 
article  of  amendment  by  substituting  therefor  the  fol- 
lowing :  — 

"  No  person  having  served  in  the  army  or  navy  of  the 
United  States  in  time  of  war,  after  a  residence  within 
the  United  States  for  at  least  one  year  next  before  enter- 
ing such  service,  and  having  been  honorably  discharged 
therefrom,  if  otherwise  qualified  to  vote,  shall  be  disquali- 
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fied  therefor  on  account  of  being  a  pauper,  or  because  he 
has  not  paid  a  state  or  county  tax.'* 

Mr.  Morse  of  Boston  moved  to  amend  this  proposed 
substitute  by  striking  out  all  after  the  word  "pauper," 
and  inserting  instead  the  words,  "and,  if  a  pauper,  be- 
cause he  has  not  paid  a  state  or  county  tax ; "  which 
amendment  was  accepted  by  Mr.  Park,  who  by  general 
consent  was  allowed  to  modify  his  amendment  in  accord- 
ance therewith. 

Mr.  Higginson  of  Cambridge  moved  to  amend  the  pro- 
posed substitute  by  striking  out  the  words,  "  after  a  resi- 
dence within  the  United  States  for  at  least  one  year  next 
before  entering  on  such  service,"  and  on  this  question 
asked  for  the  yeas  and  nays,  which  were  ordered.  And, 
the  roll  being  called,  the  amendment  was  rejected  by  a 
vote  of  75  yeas  to  126  nays,  as  follows :  —

JResolved^  That  whereas  it  has  been  proposed  in  the 
Congress  of  the  United  States  to  repeal  the  existing  laws 
conferring  jurisdiction  upon  the  courts  of  the  united 
States  in  suits  brought  by  the  municipal  corporations 
citizens  of  one  State  against  citizens  of  another  State,  and 
also  in  suits  brought  by  individual  citizens  of  one  State 
against  municipal  corporations  composed  of  citizens  of 
another  State ;  and 

Whereas  joint  resolutions  have  been  adopted  by  some  of 
the  States  of  this  Union  requesting  their  senators  and 
representatives  in  Congress  to  urge  the  enactment  of  such 
laws  as  may  be  necessary  to  prevent  the  exercise  of  juris- 
diction by  the  courts  of  the  United  States  in  proceediugs 
by  mandamus  against  municipal  corporations  in  the  several 
States  to  compel  the  levy  and  collection  of  taxes  wherewith 
to  satisfy  judgments  rendered  by  such  courts : 

It  is  declared  to  be  the  deliberate  judgmefit  of  this 
Legislature : 

That  the  laws  passed  by  Congress  under  the  Constitu- 
tion of  the  United  States,  conferring  jurisdiction  upon  the 
courts  of  the  United  States  in  controversies  between  citi- 
zens of  different  States,  to  the  end  that  justice  maybe 
administered  free  from  the  influence  of  local  interests  and 
prejudices,  are  wise  enactments,  and  ought  to  be  preserved 
in  their  integrity ; 

That  municipal  corporations,  being  composed  of  indi- 
vidual citizens,  and  having  power  to  contract  obligations 
with  other  corporations  and  with  individual  citizens  in  the 
several  States  in  this  Union,  there  exists  no  reason  for 
making  any  discrimination  between  them  and  individual 
citizens,  so  far  as  it  regards  the  exercise  of  jurisdiction  bv 
the  courts  of  the  United  States ; 

That  enactments  annulling  or  impairing  the  jurisdiction 
of  the  courts  of  the  United  States,  so  far  as  relates  to  past 
contracts,  are  abhorrent  to  natural  justice,  since  they  de- 
prive parties  of  important  remedies  for  enforcing  such 
contracts,  to  which  they  were  entitled,  and  upon  which 
they  relied  in  making  such  contracts  ; 

That,  municipal  corporations  being  composed  of  indi- 
vidual citizens  and  having  power  to  make  contracts  with 
other  citizens,  to  hold  them  amenable  to  the  jurisdiction  of 
the  courts  of  the  United  States  upon  writs  of  mandamus 
issued  t^  compel  the  levy  and  collection  of  ta^es  whei^ 
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with  to  satisfy  judgments  rendered  by  such  courts  is  not 
an  interference  with  State  rights,  since  in  such  cases  such 
courts  do  not  seek  to  control  the  officers  of  such  corpora- 
tions in  the  discharge  of  their  duty  as  State  officers,  but 
simply  as  trustees  invested  with  a  power  in  trust  to  be 
exercised  for  the  benefit  of  creditors  entitled  by  contract 
to  the  execution  of  such  powers.

Mx.  Walker  of  Worcester  moved  to  amend  the  bil 
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substituting  a  new  section  for  section  1  providing  that,  if 
applicants  for  licenses  should  furnish  a  bond  of  not  less 
than  three  thousand  dollars,  the  owner  of  the  real  estate 
should  be  released  from  liability  under  the  civil  damage 
act;  also  striking  out  sections  two  and  three.  Amend- 
ments moved  to  this  amendment  by  Messrs.  Ingalls  of 
Clinton  and  Hastings  of  Worcester  were  rejected,  and  the 
amendment  itself  was  also  rejected  by  a  vote  of  85  to  107. 
On  the  main  question  of  ordering  the  bill  to  a  third 
reading,  the  yeas  and  nays  were  ordered  on  request  of  Mr. 
Hastings  of  Worcester ;  and,  the  roll  being  called,  the  bill 
was  ordered  to  a  third  reading  by  a  vote  of  115  yeas  to 
108  nays,  as  follows :  —

BESOLVE  PROVIDING  FOR   AMENDMENTS  TO  THE  CONSTI- 
TUTION  TO  PROVIDE  FOR  BIENNIAL  ELECTIONS. 

Resolved^  By  both  houses,  the  same  being  agreed  to  by 
a  majority  of  the  Senators  and  two-thirds  of  the  members 
of  the  House  of  Representatives  present  and  voting  there- 
on, that  it  is  expedient  to  alter  the  constitution  of  this 
Commonwealth  by  adopting  the  subjoined  proposed  articles 
of  amendment ;  and  that  the  same,  as  thus  agreed  to,  be 
entered  on  the  journals  of  the  two  houses,  with  the  yeas 
and  nays  taken  thereon,  and  referred  to  the  General  Court 
next  to  be  chosen  ;  and  that  the  same  be  published,  to  the 
end  that,  if  both  or  either  of  said  proposed  articles  be 
agreed  to  by  the  General  Court  next  to  be  chosen,  in  the 
manner  provided  in  the  constitution,  the  said  proposed 
articles  or  article  so  agreed  to  may  be  submitted  to  the 
people ;  and,  if  the  same  shall  be  approved  and  ratified  by 
a  majority  of  the  qualified  voters  voting  thereon  at  meet- 
ings legally  warned  and  holden  for  that  purpose,  the  same 
shall  become  part  of  the  constitution  of  this  Common- 
wealth. The  General  Court  shall  direct  the  time  and 
manner  of  voting  by  the  people  upon  the  said  proposed 
articles  of  amendment,  and  enact  all  such  laws  as  shall  be 
necessary  to  procure  a  free  and  fair  vote  thereon,  and  to 
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give  effect  to  the  provisions  hefeof;  provided,  that  said 
proposed  articles  of  aiuendraent  shall  be  submitted  to  the 
people  38  distinct  propositiona,  and  may  be  severally  ap- 
proved and  ratified,  or  rejected. 

First  Proposed  Article  of  Atnendmevt. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  governor,  lieutenant-govern- 
or, and  councillors,  respectively,  shall  commence  ou  the 
first  Wednesday  of  January,  and  shall  contiuue  for  the 
term  of  two  years,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be 
chosen  and  qualified. 

The  term  of  office  of  the  secretary,  treasurer  and  re- 
ceiver-general, auditor,  and  attorney^eneral.  respectively, 
shall  commence  on  the  third  Wednesday  of  January,  and 
shall  continue  for  the  term  of  two  years,  and  until  their 
successors  shall  be  chosen  and  qualified;  and  the  same 
person  shall  be  eligible  as  treasurer  and  receiver-general 
for  six  years  successively,  and  no  more. 

The  first  election  under  this  article  to  the  offices  herein 
named  shall  be  on  the  Tuesday  next  after  the  fiist  Monday 
of  November  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
eighty-two,  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  the  constitution 
of  this  Commonwealth,  and  thereafter  on  the  said  Tuesday 
of  November  biennially. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Legislature  first  to  assemble 
after  the  adoption  of  this  article  to  make  all  necessary 
provisions  of  law  concerning  the  tenure  of  office  of  sheriffs, 
register  of  probate,  commissioners  of  insolvency,  clerks 
of  courts,  county  officers,  and  districtrattorneys,  and  to 
make  all  such  provisions  of  law  as  may  be  required  in  con- 
sequence of  the  change  from  annual  to  biennial  elections. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  existing  constitution,  incon* 
sistent  with  the  provisions  herein  contained,  are  hereby 
wholly  annulled. 

Second  Propoted  Article  of  Amendment. 
Senators  and  Representatives  shall  be  elected  biennially, 
and  hold  ofBce  two  years,  commencing  on  the  first  Wednes- 
day of  January  following  their  election.  The  first  election 
under  this  article  to  the  offices  herein  named  shall  be  on 
the  Tuesday  next  after  the  first  Monday  of  November  in 
the  year  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  eighty-two,  in 
the  manner  prescribed  by  the  constitution  of  this  Com- 
monwealth, and  thereafter  on  the  said  Tuesday  of  Novem- 
ber biennially ;  and  the  first  session  of  the  General  Court 
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elected  under  the  provisions  hereof  shall  commenoe  on  the 
first  Wednesday  of  January  in  the  year  one  thousand  eight 
hundred  and  eighty-three. 

All  the  provisions  of  the  existing  constitution,  inconsist- 
ent with  the  provisions  herein  contained,  are  hereby  wholly 
annulled.

Reports  of  Committeet.^ 

A  report  of  the  joint  special  committee  on  Rules  and 
Orders,  on  the  order  relative  to  amending  the  joint  rules 
and  orders  with  reference  to  bills  increasing  salaries,  that 
the  order  should  be  adopted,  with  an  amendment,  striking 
out  the  words  "  the  unanimous  consent,"  and  inserting  in 
place  thereof  the  words  "a  four-fifths  vote,"  and  by  adding 
at  the  end  thereof  the  words,  "  taken  by  the  yeas  and 
nays."  Read,  accepted  under  suspension  of  the  rule,  and 
sent  up  for  concurrence. 

By  Mr.  Stone  of  Newburyport,  from  the  committee  on 
Finance,  on  an  order  relative  to  appropriation  bills,  a  Bill 
in  further  addition  to  "An  Act  making  appropriations  for 
expenses  authorized  the  present  year,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses." On  motion  of  Mr.  Stone,  the  rules  were  sus- 
pended, and  the  bill  took  its  several  readings,  was  passed 
to  be  engrossed,  and  sent  up  for  concurrence. 

Mr.  Cook  of  Weymouth,  from  the  committee  on  the 
Liquor  Law,  under  an  order  adopted  Feb.  2  relative  to 
ascertaining  the  number  of  licenses  granted  in  the  several 
cities  and  towns,  reported  the  returns  so  far  as  they  had 
been  received,  with  the  recommendation  that  the  same  be 
referi'cd  to  the  next  G-eneral  Court.  (See  House  Doc. 
No.  385.) 

The  same  gentleman,  from  the  same  committee,  on  so 
much  of  the  Address  of  the  Governor  as  related  to  the 
liquor  laws,  reported  a  statement  obtained  from  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealth  showing  the  results  of  prosecu* 
tioDS  of  liquor  cases,  with  a  recommendation  that  the  same 
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be  referred  to  the  next  General  Court.     (See  House  Doc. 
No.  884.) 

Severallj  read,  accepted,  and  sent  up  for  coDCuirence. 

Leave  Asked  to  Introduce  a  Bill. 

Mr.  Wells  of  Cambridge  asked  leave  to  introduce  a  Bill 
to  provide  additional  compensation  for  the  messengers  of 
the  Seaate  and  Hou:^e  of  Representatives.  Read,  and  the 
House  refused  to  grant  leave  l>y  a  vote  of  76  to  80. 

Resignation  of  a  Member. 

A  communication  was  read  by  the  Speaker  from  S. 
Proctor  Thayer,  resigning  his  seat  as  a  member  of  the 
General  Court  for  the  Second  Berkshire  District,  which 
was  accepted. 

Papers  from  the  Senate. 

A  report  of  the  committee  of  Conference  on  the  matters 
of  difference  between  the  two  branches  in  relation  to  the 
Bill  to  prohibit  the  entry  upon  and  taking  of  lands  for  the 
construction  of  any  railroad  before  the  county  commis- 
sioners have  determined  the  question  of  grade-crossings, 
that  they  were  unable  to  agree,  and  asking  to  be  dischai^ed 
from  further  consideration  of  same,  accepted  by  the  Senate, 
was  read,  and  accepted  in  concurrence,  under  suspension  of 
the  rule. 

The  Bill  amending  the  general  railroad  laws  in  relation 
to  the  transportation  of  merchandise,  passed  to  he  engrossed 
in  concurrence  by  the  House,  with  certain  amendments, 
came  down  with  the  indorsement  thereon  that  the  Senate 
non-concurred,  and  asked  for  a  committee  of  Conference, 
Messrs.  Crocker  of  Suffolk,  Ames  of  Bristol,  and  Crocker 
of  Worcester  being  appointed  on  its  part.  The  House 
concurred,  and  Messrs.  Ingraham  of  Watertown,  Brown  of 
Marblehead,  and  Park  of  Cambridge  were  appointed  on 
its  part. 

Subsequently  the  report  of  the  committee  of  Conference, 
that  it  was  expedient  to  strike  out  the  second  section  of 
the  bill,  accepted  by  the  Senate,  was  read,  and  accepted  in 
concurrence,  under  suspension  o£  the  rule.

Orders  of  the  Day. 

The  Senate  Bill  in  relation  to  officers  and  employes  in  c 
jails  and  houses  of  correction  was  read  a  second  time ;  and, 
pending  the  question  on  ordering  to  a  third  reading,  the 
bill  was   rejected,  and   notice   thereof  waa    seat   to   the 
Senate. 

The  Bill  to  amend  chapter  77  of  the  Acts  of  the  year 
1875,  relating  to  the  Troy  and  Greenfield  Railroad,  was 
read  a  third  time,  and  considered.  Pending  the  question  on 
engrossment,  Mr.  Walker  of  Worcester  moved  an  amend- 
ment which  provided  for  the  sale  of  the  State's  interest 
in  the  Hoosac  Tunnel  for  a  sum  not  less  than  five  millioR 
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dollars.  The  amendment  was  lost.  Mr.  Walker  doubted 
the  vote  by  which  the  amendment  was  rejected ;  and  by  a 
count  of  the  House  only  twelve  members  voted  iti  the 
aflBrmative,  when  the  doubt  was  withdrawn.  An  amend- 
ment moved  by  Mr.  Hill  of  Boston,  to  substitute  a  resolve 
(House  Doc.  No.  382),  was  also  rejected ;  and,  after  fur- 
ther debate,  the  bill  was  passed  to  be  engrossed  in  con- 
currence. 

Resolutions. 

Re«>!uuoD»  of  Mr.  Sherburne  of  Boston  being  in  the  chair,  Mr. 
Sp2Ser?*^       McGeough  of  Boston  offered  the  following  resolution  :  -:- 

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  the  members  of  the  House 
of  Representatives  are  hereby  cordially  tendered  to  the 
Hon.  Charles  J.  Noyes  for  the  able,  courteous,  impartial, 
and  eflBcient  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  the  deli- 
cate and  important  duties  of  his  office  as  Speaker  during 
the  present  session. 

After  remarks  by  Messrs.  McGeough  of  Boston,  Brackett 
of  Boston,  Stone  of  Newburyport,  Morse  of  Boston,  Hig- 
ginson  of  Cambridge,  Brown  of  Marblehead,  Baker  of 
Beverly,  Gerry  of  Sudbury,  Hill  of  Boston,  and  Brown  of 
Framingham,  the  resolution  was  unanimously  adopted  by 
a  rising  vote. 

The  Speaker  resumed  the  chair,  and  spoke  as  follows  :  — 

Fellow-Representatives^  —  No  words  of  mine  can  fitly  ex- 
press my  grateful  recognition  of  the  honor  conveyed  in 
your  generous  resolution.  For  its  complimentary  allu- 
sions, and  for  all  the  many  kind  and  cordial  sentiments 
with  which  it  has  been  seconded,  I  sincerely  thank  you. 
I  attribute  them  to  your  charitable  consideration  more 
than  to  any  merit  in  my  performance  of  these  high  trusts. 
When  your  favor  selected  me  for  this  honorable  position, 
I  consecrated  to  its  service  my  best  effort  and  purpose  for 
a  right  discharge  of  its  responsible  duties.  For  an  undevi- 
ating  endeavor  to  redeem  that  pledge,  I  alone  claim  credit 
at  your  hands.  If,  in  its  administration,  any  thing  of  suc- 
cess has  attended  the  effort,  I  freely  accord  it  to  your 
uniform  courtesy  and  support.  Without  these,  no  man, 
though  matchless  his  gifts,  could  hope  to  achieve  results 
satisfactory  to  himself  or  to  others.  At  this  closing  hour 
of  the  session  I  can  truly  say,  my  sole  purpose  has  been  to 
honestly  perform  the  duties  of  presiding  officer  with  an 
impartial  regard  for  the  rights  of  every  member  of  the 
House,  and  in  a  manner  to  promote  the  public  interest,  and 
alsp  f  urt)ier  the  despatcji  of  business. 
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You  know  how  embarrassing  and  delicate  are  some  of 
the  duties  of  this  Chair.  At  the  very  threshold  comes  the 
appointment  of  committees.  To  so  utilize  the  material  at 
his  command,  so  distribute  the  varied  talent  and  experi- 
ence of  the  members,  as  to  assure  the  greatest  efficiency 
ami  best  results,  is  the  Speaker's  first  and  highest  duty. 
I  hold  it  imperative.  In  this  particular  I  am  not  cpnscious 
of  having  made  any  selection  from  mere  prompting,  of 
personal  preference,  but  only  with  an  aim  to  advance  the 
public  service  and  promote  the  public  welfare.  ^  If,  there- 
fore, any  injustice  has  been  done,  it  is  attributable  to  my 
unfamiliarity  with  fitness  of  men,  to  so  many  of  whom  I 
was  a  stranger  at  the  beginning  of  the  session.  One  other 
difficulty  is  encountered,  that  of  being  called  upon  to  de- 
cide and  act  at  a  moment's  warning,  and  often  without 
opportunity  for  premeditation.  But  in  the  trying  mo- 
ments of  my  experience  I  have  ever  felt  the  force  and 
inspiration  of  your  ready  indulgence  and  cordial  support. 
I  hiave  always  striven  to  act  with  all  fairness  and  fidelity. 
If  my  effort  has  been  marred  by  failure,  —  as  I  know  it 
has  too  often,  —  if  at  times  I  have  seemed  remiss  in  my 
duty  to  any  of  you,  let  me,  now  and  here,  before  we  sepa- 
rate, crave  your  kind  forgetfulness. 

It  is  not,  perhaps,  meet  that  we  should  pass  judgment 
on  our  own  acts ;  but  I  should  be  derelict  to  my  duty  if  I 
did  not  bear  frank  and  earnest  testimony  to  your  fidelity. 
Standing  in  some  sense  apart  from  your  work,  a  silent  but 
not  uninterested  observer,  I  can  safely  say  my  experience 
here  and  in  the  other  branch  has  never  found  a  more  con- 
stant, patient,  and  efficient  endeavor  to  fully  perform  one's 
duty  in  the  effort  for  the  highest  and  best  results  in  legis- 
lation. I  feel  your  assiduous  devotion  to  business  here 
and  in  the  committee-room,  often  attended  with  great 
personal  inconvenience  and  sacrifice,  has  rarely  been 
equalled  and  never  excelled.  Our  association  has  been 
one  of  unusual  harmony  and  decorum,  and  we  part  with 
mutual  kindness  and  respect.  I  can  recall  no  instance 
wherein  has  appeared  a  want  of  cheerful  deference  to  the 
Chair.  Your  indulgence  and  support  have  rendered  my 
task,  naturally  onerous  and  difficult,  an  easy  and  delight- 
ful one ;  and  I  shall  always  bear  with  me  deep  sense  of 
obligation  to  each  and  all.  Ours  is  the  shortest  session 
for  a  period  of  nineteen  years.  Our  "Blue  Book"  will 
be  less  in  quantity  than  is  usual,  whatever  may  be  its 
Quality.  Your  conservative  adherence  to  the  present  con- 
oitiou  of  the  law  has  wisely  resisted  many  temptations  to

add  to  its  volume,  alrendy  too  swollen.  And  if  in  some 
instances  you  have  failed  to  pass  favoralily  upon  measures 
seemingly  of  a  character  to  commend  them,  you  have 
erred  on  the  safe  side.  Better  that  you  should  feel  you 
may  have  done  too  little,  than  that  the  people  liave  cause  to 
regret  your  having  done  too  much.  And  yet  you  have 
encountered  and  disposed  of  no  small  amount  of  business. 
Our  calendar  on  the  fifth  day  of  March  was  larger  than 
ever  known  before,  containing  one  hundred  and  sixteen 
matters.  Feb.  4,  the  last  day  for  the  presentation  of  new 
business,  gave  us  sixty.aix  orders  of  inquiry,  eighty-six 
petitions,  and  fifteen  bills;  March  5,  fifty-one  reports  were 
made  by  the  committees,  —  a  number  never  before  ex- 
ceeded, except  in  a  single  instance.  So  that  you  have  not 
been  idle,  aTid,  tiiough  the  "  Blue  Book  "  will  present  but 
slight  proof  of  your  diligence,  the  people  will  recognize  it. 
I  cannot  omit  thanks  which  are  due  our  e£Bcient,  prompt, 
and  genial  Clerk.  I  should  be  false  to  my  own  feelings, 
did  I  not  expre.ss  my  appreciation  of  his  worth.  Our  con- 
stant association  in  tlie  work,  uniform  reliance  on  his  kind 
assistance,  and  a  daily  examination  of  our  journal,  imposed 
by  the  rules  of  the  House,  have  given  uie  the  amplest 
opportunity  to  know  and  realize  his  invaluable  serviue.  1 
trust  he  will  long  he  found  in  the  position  he  fills  with 
such  rare  capacity,  1  would  also  remember  his  excellent 
and  accomplished  assistant,  whose  high  qualities  we  have 
all  learned  to  prize.  Nor  would  my  duty  be  fulfilled  if  I 
failed  to  recall  our  pleasant  and  efficient  Sergea nt>«t- Arras, 
who  now,  as  on  the  field  of  danger,  is  always  faithful  to 
the  trust  committed  to  his  charge.  Much  of  our  conven- 
ience and  comfort  in  the  work  of  the  session  is  due  to  him, 
and  to  his  able  and  courteous  assistants,  to  each  and  all  of 
whom  I  bespeak  the  thanks  of  the  Chair  and  House.  Our 
grateful  remembrance  will  likewise  accompany  the  rev- 
erend Chaplain  in  the  path  his  feet  are  called  to  press. 
Each  in  his  appointed  sphere  has  performed  most  excel- 
lently the  service  committed  to  him.  And  now  the  hour 
hastens  that  shall  challenge  the  parting  word.  Ours  has 
been  an  unbroken  band.  We  separate  with  no  name 
erased  untimely  from  our  roll.  We  go  to  the  more  active 
duties  of  our  several  vocations;  we  shall  not  all  meet 
again.  Whatever  fortune  betide,  whatever  duty  call  or 
experience  overtake  you,  wherever  your  diverging  paths 
may  lead,  be  assured  you  will  have  my  best  wishes  for 
your  welfare  and  success,  and  my  most  grateful  remem- 
brance of  the  kindness  received  at  your  hands. 
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The  following  resolution  was  offered  by  Mr.  Lodge  of 
Nahant :  —

Mr.  Brackett  of  Boston  offered  the  following  resolution, 
which  was  unanimously  adopted  by  a  rising  vote :  — 

Resolved^  That  the  thanks  of  the  House  are  due,  and  are  chapiain. 
hereby  tendered,  to  the  Rev.  Daniel  W.  Waldron  for  the 
appropriate  and  acceptable  manner  in  which  he  has  per- 
formed the  duties  of  his  position  as  Chaplain  duriug  the 
present  session. 

Prorogation: 

Ordered^  In  concurrence,  that  a  committee  of  three  on  Prorogation. 
the  part  of  the  Senate,  with  such  as  the  House  may  join,  be 
appointed  to  wait  on  his  Excellency  the  Governor,  and 
inform  him  that  the  two  branches  of  the  Legislature  have 
disposed  of  all  the  public  business  which  has  been  brought 
before  them,  and  to  request  him,  with  the  advice  and  con- 
sent of  the  Council,  to  prorogue  them  to  the  Tuesday  next 
preceding  the  first  Weonesday  of  January  next. 

Messrs.  Harding  of  Worcester,  Whiton  of  Plymouth, 
and  Lilley  of  Middlesex,  having  been  appointed  by  the 
Senate,  Messrs.  McGeough  of  Boston,  Brackett  of  Boston, 
Main  of  Marblehead,  Walker  of  Worcester,  Holmes  of 
Adams,  Warren  of  Waltham,  Davenport  of  Fall  River, 
and  Johnson  of  Provincetown  were  appointed  on  the  part 
of  the  House. 
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Mr.  McGeough,  from  the  committee,  afterwards  reported 
that  they  had  waited  upon  his  Excellency,  and  iDformed 
him  of  the  action  of  the  two  branches  ;  and  that  his  Excel- 
lency was  pleased  to  say  that  he  congratulated  the  members 
on  the  conclusion  of  their  labors,  and  that  he  would  com- 
municate further  with  the  two  Houses  through  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Commonwealth. 

At  three  o'clock  the  Secretary  of  the  Commonwealth 
appeared,  and  stated  that  his  E:ccellency  bad  signed  two 
hundred  and  sixty-two  acts  and  sixty-eight  resolves,  being 
all  that  had  been  laid  before  him. 

The  Secretary  further  said  that  he  had'been  directed  by 
the  Governor,  with  the  consent  of  the  Council,  and  in 
compliance  with  the  request  of  the  two  branches,  to  pro- 
rogue the  General  Court  to  the  Tuesday  next  preceding 
the  first  Wednesday  in  January  next.  And  the  General 
Court  was  prorogued  accordingly.

1.  The  Speaker  shall  take  the  chair  at  the  hour  to  which  ther 
Hoaee  etands  a^Joamed,  call  the  members  to  order,  and,  on 
the  appearance  of  a  quorum,  proceed  to  business. 

2.  He  shall  preserve  decorum  and  order;  may  speak  to 
points  of  order  in  preference  to  other  members ;  and  shall  de- 
cide all  questions  of  order,  subject  to  an  appeal  to  the  House* 

[With  segixd  to  appeals,  tee  Rules  81  aafl  93.] 
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3.  He  shall  declare  all  votes,  subject  to  verification  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

[See  Rules  63  to  67.] 

4.  In  all  cases  he  may  vote. 

5.  He  shall  rise  to  put  a  question,  or  to  address  the  House, 
but  may  read  sitting. 

6.  He  shall  each  day  examine  the  journal  of  the  House. 

7.  He  may  napae  a  member  to  perform  the  duties  of  the 
chair  for  a  period  not  exceeding  two  days  at  one  time. 

8.  In  case  of  a  vacancy  in  the  oflSce  of  Speaker,  or  in  case 
the  Speaker  or  the  member  named  by  him  in  accordance  with 
the  preceding  rule,  is  absent  at  the  hour  to  which  the  House 
stands  adjourned,  the  senior  monitor  present  shall  call  the 
House  to  order,  and  shall  preside  until  a  Speaker  pro  tempore 
or  a  Speaker  is  elected  by  ballot,  which  shall  be  the  first  bnsi- 
ness  in  order. 

MONITOBS. 

9.  Two  monitors  shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker  for  each 
division  of  the  House,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  see  to  the  due 
observance  of  the  Rules  and  Orders,  and,  on  request  of  the 
Speaker,  to  return  the  number  of  votes  and  members  in  fJieir 
respective  divisions. 

10.  If  a  member  transgress  any  of  the  Rules  and  Orders

Clerk. 

11.  The  Clerk  shall  keep  the  journal  of  the  House.  He 
shall  enter  therein  a  record  of  each  day's  proceedings,  and 
submit  it  to  the  Speaker  before  the  hour  fixed  for  the  next 
sitting. 

12.  Every  question  of  order  shall  be  noted  in  the  journal, 
and,  with  the  decision,  shall  be  entered  at  large  in  an  appendix, 
which  shall  also  contain  the  Rules,  and  Orders  of  the  House, 
and  of  the  two  branches. 

13.  The  Clerk  shall  prepare  and  cause  to  be  printed  eaoh

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OU8  day ;  a  list  of  matters  lying  on  the  table ;  and  such  other 
memoranda  as  the  House  or  the  Speaker  may  direct. 

14.  Any  objection  to  the  calendar  shall  be  made  and  dis- 
posed of  before  the  Houde  votes  to  proceed  to  the  consideration 
of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

15.  The  Clerk  shall  retain  bills  and  other  papers,  in  refer- 
ence to  which  any  member  has  a  right  to  move  a  reconsidera- 
tion (except  petitions,  enacted  bills,  orders  of  inquiry,  and 
orders  of  notice) ,  until  the  right  of  reconsideration  has  expired : 
provided^  that  the  operation  of  this  rule  shall  be  suspended 
during  the  last  week  of  the  session. 

Members. 

16.  No  member  shall  stand  up,  to  the  inconvenience  of 
Others,  while  a  member  is  speaking  ;  or  ipass  unnecessarily 
between  the  Speaker  of  the  House  and  the  member  speaking ; 
or  stand  in  the  passages,  or  in  the  area  in  front  of  the  chair. 

17.  No  member  shall  be  absent  more  than  two  days  without 
leave  of  the  House. 

.18.  No  membej:  shall  absent  himself  from  the  House  with- 
out leave,  unless  there  be  a  quorum  without  his  presence. 

19.  Papers  in  possession  of  a  member  obtaining  leave  of 
absence,  or  at  the  end  of  the  session,  shall  be  left  by  him  with 
the  Clerk. 

20.  If  a  member  is  guilty  of  a  breach  of  any  of  the  Rules 
and  Orders,  he  may  be  required  by  the  House,  on  motion,  to 
make  satisfaction  therefor ;  and,  until  he  has  done  so,  he  shall 
not  be  allowed  to  vote  or  speak,  except  by  way  of  excuse,

COMlflTTEES, 

21.  At  the  beginning  of  the  political  year,  eleven  standing 
committees,  to  consist  of  seven  members  each,  shall  be  ap* 
pointed,  as  follows :  —

a  committee  on  Matters  of  Probate  and  Chancery ; 

a  committee  on  Finance ; 

a  committee  on  Elections ; 

a  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Beading ; 

a  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills ; 

a  cooimittee  on  County  Estimates ; 
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a  oommittee  on  the  Fay-RoU ; 

a  oommittee  on  Leave  of  Absence ; 

a  committee  on  Public  Buildings ; 

a  committee  on  Rules  and  Orders. 

22.  Unless  other  provision  is  made  in  any  case,  all  commit- 
tees shall  be  appointed  by  the  Speaker,  and  the  member  first 
named  shall  be  chairman. 

28.  In  case  of  the  election  of  a  oommittee  by  ballot,  the 
member  having  the  highest  number  of  votes  shall  be  chairman. 

24.  No  member  shall  be  required  to  be  on  more  than  two 
committees  at  the  same  time,  nor  chairman  of  more  than  one. 

25.  No  member  shall  serve  on  any  committee  in  any  ques- 
tion where  his  private  right  is  immediately  concerned,  distinct 
from  the  public  interest. 

26.  The  commiV:ee  on  Finance  shall  report,  in  appropria- 
tion bills,  only  such  items  of  expenditure  as  are  authorized  by 
law,  or  such  as  the  committee  has  been  directed  by  the  House 
to  insert. 

27.  The  committee  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  shall  ex- 
amine and  correct  the  bills  which  are  referred  to  it,  for  the  pur- 
pose of  avoiding  repetitions  and  unconstitutional  provisions, 
insuring  accuracy,  in  the  text  and  references,  and  consistenc}' 
with  the  language  of  existing  statutes:  provided^  that  any 
change  in  the  sense  or  legal  effect,  or  any  material  change  in 
construction,  shall  be  reported  to  the  House  as  an  amendment.

28.  The  committee  on  Engrossed  Bills  shall  careMly  exam- 
ine and  compare  engrossed  bills,  and  report  them  rightly  and 
truly  engrossed,  when  found  to  be  so,  without  delay. 

29.  When  the  object  of  an  application,  whether  by  petition, 
order,  or  bill  introduced  on  leave,  can  be  secured  without  a 
special  act  under  existing  laws,  or  without  detriment  to  the 
public  interests,  by  a  general  law,  th^  committee  to  which  the 
matter  is  referred  shall  report  such  general  law,  or  leave  to 
withdraw,  inexpedient  to  legislate,  or  ought  not  to  pass,  as  the 
case  may  be.

Commonwealth;  or  unless  satisfactory  evidence  is  produced 
that  the  parties  interested  have  either  received  notice  in  writing, 
or  have  in  writing  waived  notice.  Objections  to  the  violation 
of  this  rule  may  be  taken  at  any  stage  prior  to  the  third  read- 
ing of  the  bill.

33.  The  Rules  of  the  House  shall  be  observed  in  a  commit- 
tee of  the  whole,  so  far  as  they  may  be  applicable,  except  the 
rules  limiting  debate.  A  motion  to  rise,  report  progress,  and 
ask  leave  to  sit  again,  shall  be  always  first  in  order,  and  be  de- 
cided without  debate. 

Regular  Course  of  Proceedings. 
Petitions y  etc.,  and  Reports  of  Committees. 

34.  Petitions,  memorials,  remonstrances,  and  papers  of  a 
like  nature,  and  reports  of  committees,  shall  be  presented  be- 
fore the  House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of 
the  Day,  and  the  Speaker  shall  call  on  the  several  divisions  for 
such  papers. 

35.  The  member  presenting  a  petition,  memorial,  or  remon- 
strance, shall  indorse  his  name  thereon,  with  a  brief  statement 
of  the  nature  and  object  of  the  paper ;  and  the  reading  thereof 
shall  be  dispensed  with,  unless  specially  ordered.

86.  Papers  from  the  Senate  shall  be  laid  before  the  House 
by  the  Speaker,  and  received  for  action  conformably  to  such  of 
these  Rules  and  Orders  as  are  applicable  thereto,  before  the 
House  proceeds  to  the  consideration  of  the  Orders  of  the  Day. 

Papers  addressed  to  the  House^  not  Petitions. 

37.  Papers  addressed  to  the  House,  or  the  General  Court, 
other  than  petitions,  memorials,  and  remonstrances,  or  those 
received  from  the  Senate,  may  be  presented  by  the  Speaker,  or 
by  a  member  in  biB  place,  and  shall  be  read,  uQless  it  is  sper 
daily  Qrdered  tbftt  the  reading  b^  di8pe^se4  withf

88.  All  motions  contemplating  legislation,  when  not  founded 
upon  petition,  or  upon  bill  proposed  to  be  introduced  on  leave, 
shall  be  made  in  the  form  of  an  order  of  inquiry,  which  shall 
indicate  the  nature  of  the  legislation  proposed ;  and  if  refer- 
ence is  made  to  any  particular  law,  for  amendment  or  otherwise, 
the  order  shall  specify  the  chapter  and  section,  as  well  as  the 
subject  to  which  it  relates. 

Postponement  to  the  Next  Day  on  Beqttest  of  a  Member. 

89.  The  consideration  of  any  order  proposed  for  adoption, 
or  of  any  request  for  leave  to  introduce  a  bill,  shall  be  post- 
poned without  question  to  the  day  after  that  on  which  the  order 
is  proposed  or  request  made,  if  any  member  asks  such  postpone- 
ment. 

BiUs  and  Resolves.     [See  RalQ  93.] 

40.  Bills  shall  be  fairly  written  in  a  legible  hand,  without 
material  erasure  oi;  interlineation,  on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of 
paper,  with  suitable  margins  and  spaces  between  the  several 
sections ;  dates  and  numbers  being  written  in  words  at  length. 
Bills  amending  existing  laws  shall  not  provide  for  striking 
words  from,  or  inserting  words  in,  such  laws,  unless  such  course 
is  best  calculated  to  show  clearly  the  subject  and  nature  of  the 
amendment.  No  repealed  law,  and  no  part  of  any  repealed 
law,  shall  be  re-enacted  by  reference  merely.

48.  Bills  from  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  shall  be 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  unless  they  were  reported 
to  the  Senate  by  a  joint  committee. 

44.  Amendments  proposed  by  the  Senate,  and  sent  back  to 
the  House  for  concuiTence,  shall  be  referred  to  the  committee 
which  reported  the  measure  proposed  to  be  amended,  unless  such 
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committee  is  composed  of  members  of  both  branches.  In  which 
case  such  amendments  shall  be  placed  in  the  Orders  of  the  Day 
for  the  next  day.

45.  No  bill  shall  be  proposed  or  introduced  unless  received 
i^om  the  Senate,  reported  by  a  committee,  or  moved  as  an 
amendment  to  the  report  of  a  committee :  provided^  that  the 
House  may  grant  special  leave  to  a  member  to  introduce  a  bill ;

52.  Engrossed  bills,  reported  by  the  committee  on  Engrossed 
Bills  to  be  rightly  and  truly  engrossed,  shall  be  put  upon  their 
passage  to  be  enacted;  and  engrossed  resolves,  when  so  re- 
ported, shall  be  put  upon  their  passage  without  further  reading,

54.  Bills  from  the  Senate,  after  their  first  reading,  when  not 
referred  to  a  committee  of  the  House,  and  bills  reported  to  the 
House  by  committees,  to  which  no  objection  is  made,  or  when 
the  question  of  rejection  is  negatived,  shall  be  placed  in  the 
Orders  for  second  reading  on  the  next  day.

62.  Every  member  not  prevented  bj'  interest,  who  is  present 
in  the  House  when  a  question  is  put,  shall  give  his  vote,  unless 
the  House,  for  special  reasons,  excuse  him.  Members  desiring 
to  be  so  excused  shall  make  application  to  that  effect  before  the 
division  of  the  House  or  the  taking  of  the  yeas  and  nays  is 
begun.  Such  application  may  be  accompanied  by  a  brief  state- 
ment of  reasons  by  the  member  making  it,  but  shall  be  decided 
without  debate.

When  the 
yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  House  shall  be  called  in 
alphabetical  order,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to  vote  who 
was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name  was  called  or  before  the 
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vote  is  declared.  If,  before  snch  time,  a  member  states  to  the 
House  that  he  has  paired  with  another  member,  and  how  each 
would  vote  upon  the  pending  question,  the  fact  shall  be  entered 
on  the  journal  immediately  after  the  record  of  the  jeas  and  nays, 
and  such  member  shall  be  excused  from  voting.

67.  The  call  for  the  yeas  and  nays  shall  be  decided  without 
debate.  If  the  yeas  and  jiays  have  been  ordered  before  the 
question  is  put,  the  proceedings  under  Rules  63,  64,  and  65, 
shall  be  omitted ;  if  not,  they  may  be  called  for,  in  lieu  of  a  re- 
turn by  divisions,  when  the  Speaker's  announcement  is  doubted 
by  a  member  rising  in  his  place,  and,  if  then  ordered,  the  pro- 
ceedings under  Rules  64  and  65  shall  be  omitted. 

Becohsideratian . 

68.  When  a  vote  has  passed  (except  as  provided  in  the  next 
rule) ,  it  shall  be  in  order  for  any  member  to  move  the  recon- 
sideration thereof  on  the  same  or  the  succeeding  day,  and  such 
motion,  if  made  on  the  same  day,  shall  (except  in  the  last  week 
^f  the  session)  be  placed  first  in  the  Orders  of  the  next  day 
after  that  on  which  it  is  made ;  but,  if  first  moved  on  such  suc- 
ceeding day,  it  shall  be  forthwith  considered :  provided^  how- 
ever^ that  a  motion  to  reconsider  a  vote  upon  any  incidental  or 
subsidiary  question  shall  not  remove  the  main  subject  under 
consideration  from  before  the  House,  but  shall  be  considered  at 
the  time  when  it  is  made. 

69.  When  a  motion  for  reconsideration  is  decided,  that  de- 
cision shall  not  be  reconsidered,  and  no  question  shall  be  twice 
reconsidered ;  nor  shall  any  vote  be  reconsidered  upon  either  of 
the  following  motions :  — 

to  adjourn, 

to  lay  on  the  table, 

to  take  fh)m  the  table ;  or, 

for  the  previous  question. 

70.  Debate  on  motions  to  reconsider  shall  be  limited  to 

thirty  minutes,  and  no  member  shall  occupy  more  than  five 

minutes. 

[For  rule  requiring  the  Clerk  to  retain  papers,  except,  etc.,  until  the 
right  of  reconsideration  has  expired,  see  Rule  15.] 
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Rules  of  Debatb. 

71.  Every  member,  when  aboat  to  speak,  shall  rise,  and 
respectfully  address  the  Speaker ;  shall  confine  himself  to  the 
question  under  debate,  and  avoid  personality ;  and  shall  sit 
down  when  he  has  finished.  No  member  shall  speak  out  of  his 
place  without  leave  of  the  Speaker. 

72.  When  two  or  more  members  rise  at  the  same  time,  the 
Speaker  shall  name  the  member  entitled  to  the  floor,  preferring 
one  who  rises  in  his  place  to  one  who  does  not. 

73.  No  member  shall  interrupt  another  while  speaking, 
except  by  rising  to  call  to  order. 

74.  No  member  shall  speak  more  than  once  to  the  preven- 
tion of  those  who  have  not  spoken  and  desire  to  speak  on  the 
same  question,  nor  more  than  twice  on  the  same  question  with- 
out leave  of  the  House. 

Motions. 

75.  Every  motion  shall  be  reduced  to  writing,  if  the  Speaker 
so  directs. 

76.  A  motion  need  not  be  seconded,  and  may  be  withdrawn 
by  the  mover  if  no  objection  is  made. 

77.  A  motion  to  adjourn  shall  be  alwaj's  first  in  order,  and 
shall  be  decided  without  debate ;  and  on  the  motions  to  lay  on 
the  table,  to  take  fh>m  the  table,  to  commit  or  r^ommit,  not 
exceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  debate;  and  no 
member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minutes.

[For  questions  of  order,  arising  aftet  the  previous  question  is  moved,  to 
be  decided  without  debate,  except  on  appeal,  see  Bule  81.] 

78.  When  a  question  is  before  the  House,  until  it  is  disposed 
of,  the  Speaker  shall  receive  no  motion  that  does  not  relate  to 
the  same,  except  the  motion  to  adjourn,  or  some  other  motion 
that  has  precedence  either  by  express  rule  of  the  House,  or  be- 
cause it  is  privileged  in  its  nature;  and  he  shall  receive  no 
motion  relating  to  the  same,  except,  — 

to  lay  on  the  table,  See  Rule  77. 

for  the  previous  question.  See  Rules  70-84. 

to  close  the  debate  at  a  specified  time,  See  Rules  83, 84. 
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to  postpone  to  a  time- certain,  See  Rule  85. 

to  commit  (or  recommit) ,  See  Rules  77  and  86. 

to  amend,  See  Rules  87*00. 

to  refer  to  the  next  General  Court, 

or  to  postpone  indefinitely,  See  Rule  91. 
Which  several  motions  shall  have  preoedenee  in  the  order  in 
which  they  are  arranged  in  this  rale. 

Previous  Question. 

79.  The  previoas  question  shall  be  put  in  the  following 
form :  '^  ShaU  the  main  qtiestum  be  now  put  f  "  and  all  debate 
upon  the  main  question  shall  be  suspended  until  the  previous 
question  is  decided. 

80.  On  the  previous  question,  not  exceeding  ten  minates 
shall  be  allowed  for  debate,  and  that  only  to  give  reasons  why 
the  main  question  should  not  be  put;  and  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  three  minutes. 

81.  AH  questions  of  order  arising  after  a  motion  is  made 
for  the  previous  question  shall  be  decided  without  debate, 
excepting  on  appeal;  and  on  such  appeal  no  member  shall 
speak  more  than  once  without  leave  of  the  House. 

[See  Rule  92.] 

82.  The  adoption  of  the  previous  question  shall  put  an  end 
to  all  debate,  except  as  provided  in  Rule  84,  and  bring  the 
House  to  a  direct  vote  upon  pending  amendments,  if  any,  in 
their  regular  order,  and  then  upon  the  main  question. 

Motion  to  Close  Debate  at  a  Specified  Time, 

83.  Debate  may  be  closed  at  any  time,  not  less  than  thirty 
minutes  from  the  adoption  of  a  motion  to  that  effect.  On  this 
motion,  not  exceeding  ten  minutes  shall  be  allowed  for  ^bate, 
and  no  member  shall  speak  more  than  three  minates.  In  case 
the  time  is  extended  by  unanimous  consent,  the  same  rule  shall 
apply  at  the  end  of  the  extended  time  as  at  the  time  originally 
fixed.

When  Debate  is  closed^  Ten  Minutes  cUlowed,  etc. 

84.  When  debate  is  closed  by  ordering  the  previoas  ques- 
tion, or  by  a  vote  to  close  debate  at  a  specified  time,  the  member 
in  charge  of  the  measure  under  consideration  shall  be  allowed 
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to  speak  ten  minutes,  and  may  grant  to  any  other  member  any 
portion  of  bis  time.  AVben  tbe  measare  under  eonsideratlon 
bas  been  referred  to  tbe  committee  on  Finance,  under  House 
Rule  42,  tbe  member  originally  reporting  it  sball  be  con- 
sidered in  cbarge,  except  wbere  tbe  report  of  tbe  committee  on 
Finance  is  substantially  different  from  that  referred  to  them,  Id 
which  case  tbe  member  originally  reporting  tbe  measure  and  the 
member  of  tbe  Finance  Committee  reporting  thereon  sball  each 
be  allowed  to  speak  five  minutes,  tbe  latter  to  have  the  close.

Motion  to  Postpone  to  a  Time  Certain, 

85.  When  a  motion  4s  made  to  postpone  to  a  time  certain, 
and  different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  sball  first  be 
taken  on  the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  deter- 
mined before  the  question  is  put  on  postponement,  which  may 
then  be  rejected  if  the  House  see  fit. 

Motion  to  Commit. 

86.  When  a  motion  is  made  to  commit,  and  diffei^ent  com- 
mittees are  proposed,  the  question  shall  be  taken  in  the  follow- 
ing order :  — 

a  standing  committee  of  the  House, 

a  select  committee  of  the  House, 

a  joint  standing. committee, 

a  joint  select  committee  ; 
and  a  subject  may  be  recommitted  to  the  same  committee  or  to 
another  committee  at  the  pleasure  of  the  House. 

Motions  to  Amend. 

87.  A  motion  to  amend  an  amendment  may  be  received ; 
but  no  amendment  in  tbe  third  degree  shall  be  allowed. 

88.  No  motion  or  proposition  of  a  subject  different  fh)m  tbitt 
under  consideration  shall  be  admitted  under  color  of  amend- 
ment. 

89.  A  question  oontaining  two  or  more  propositions  capable 
of  division  shall  be  divided  whenever  desired  by  any  member. 
When  a  motion  to  strike  out  and  insert  is  thus  divided,  the 
failure  of  the  motion  to  strike  out  sball  not  preclude  amendment^ 
or,  if  the  motion  to  strike  out  prevails,  the  matter  proposed  to 
be  inserted  sball  be  open  to  amendment  before  the  question  is 
taken  on  inserting  it. 
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90.  In  filling  blanks,  the  largest  sum  and  longest  time  shall 
be  put  first. 

Equivalent  for  Motion  to  Postpone  Indefinitely. 

91.  A  motion  to  strike  out  the  enacting  clause  of  a  bill  shall 
be  equivalent  to  a  motion  to  postpone  indefinitely. 

Appeal.  • 

92.  No  appeal  from  the  decision  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
entertained,  unless  it  is  seconded ;  and  no  other  business  shall 
be  in  order  until  the  question  on  the  appeal  has  been  disposed 
of.

Resolves. 

93.  Such  of  these  Rules  and  Orders  as  are  applicable  to 
bills,  whether  of  the  House  or  of  the  Senate,  shall  apply  like- 
wise to  such  resolves  as  require  the  concurrence  of  the  Senate 
and  approval  by  the  Governor,  in  order  to  become  laws  aad 
have  force  as  such.  Except  in  Rule  52,  the  word  ^'  bill  *' 
shall  be  equivalent  to  the  word  '*  resolve  "  in  the  same  place. 

Elections  bt  Ballot. 

94.  A  time  shall  be  assigned  for  elections  by  ballot  at  least 
one  day  previous  thereto. 

Secret  Session. 

95.  All  proceedings  in  secret  session,  and  matters  relating 
thereto,  shall  be  kept  secret  until  the  House  removes  the  injunc- 
tion of  secrec}'. 

Seats. 

'96.  (1.)  The  desk  on  the  right  of  the  Speaker  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  Clerk  and  such  persons  as  he  may 
employ  to  assist  him,  and  that  on  the  left  to  the  use  of  the 
chairmen  of  the  committees  on  Bills  in  the  Third  Reading  and 
on  Engrossed  Bills. 

(2.)  The  senior  member  of  the  House,  and  the  oldest  mem- 
ber of  the  House  who  is  not  the  senior  member,  shall  be  allowed 
to  select  their  seats,  from  those  not  otherwise  assigned,  before 
the  drawing  of  seats  by  the  members.

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(8.)  The  seat  numbered  11  in  the  first  division  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  use  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  the 
Jndiciarj,  and  that  numbered  4.  in  the  sixth  division,  to  the 
use  of  the  chairman  of  the  committee  on  Finance.

(4.)  The  following  seats  shall  be  assigned  to  the  use  of  the 
monitors :  — 

Those  numbered  30  and    84  in  the  first  division ; 

100  and  104  in  the  second  division ; 
96  and    99  in  the  third  division  ; 
92  and    95  in  the  fourth  division ; 
87  and'  91  in  the  fifth  division  ;  and 
15  and    19  in  the  sixth  division. 
(5.)     The  first  business  in  order,  after  the  appointment  of 
standing  committees  and  monitors  is  announced  by  the  Speaker  j 
shall  be  the  drawing  of  the  other  seats  upon  the  floor  of  the 
House. 

(6.)  The  Clerk  shall  call  the  roll  of  the  members  in  alphas 
betical  order,  omitting  the  names  of  the  Speaker,  the  senior 
member,  the  oldest  member,  the  chairmen  of  committees  herein- 
before mentioned,  and  the  monitors;  and  the  drawing  shall 
be  had  in  presence  of  the  House,  under  the  supervision  of  a 
committee  of  three  selected  iVom  the  members  mentioned  in  this 
paragraph. 

(7.)  The  seat  assigned  to  any  member,  or  drawn  by  him, 
shaTi  be  his  seat  for  the  year,  unless  an  exchange  is  made  and 
notice  thereof  given  to  the  Sergeant-at-Arms  within  ten  days 
f^om  the  day  of  the  drawing. 

Privilege  of  the  Floor. 

97.  (1.)  Every  member  shall  have  the  privilege  of  intro- 
ducing upon  the  floor  of  the  House,  to  occupy  (for  that  day) 
any  seat  then  vacant  not  belonging  to  a  member,  or  belonging 
to  a  member  who  is  absent,  not  more  than  one  person  at  the 
same  time,  such  person  not  having  any  private  interest  in  any 
measure  before  the  legislature  distinct  from  the  public  interest  : 
provided^  that  in  any  case,  when  b}'  the  exercise  of  this  privilege 
on  the  part  of  some  of  the  members  the  vacant  seats  have  been 
flUed,  and  the  Speaker  so  announces,  the  further  exercise  of  tba 
privilege  shall  be  suspended  for  that  day,  or  until  one  or  more 
of  the  seats  thus  filled  are  vacated. 
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(2.)  The  Speaker  may  also  invite  visitors,  not  inhabitants 
of  this  Commonwealth,  without  limit  of  number,  to  seats  (not 
numbered)  upon  the  floor  of  the  House. 

(3.)  Contestants  for  seats  in  the  House  whose  papers  are  in 
the  hands  of  the  committee  on  Elections,  may  be  admitted, 
while  their  cases  are  pending,  to  seats  to  be  assigned  by  the 
Speaker. 

(4.)  Senators,  and  the  principal  officers*  in  the  Executive 
and  Judicial  departments  of  the  Civil  Government  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, the  Chaplains  of  both  Houses,  and  the  Clerk  of  the 
Senate,  shall  be  admitted  to  the  floor  whenever  they  may  have 
occasion  to  visit  the  House,  and  may  occupy  any  of  the  seats 
not  numbered  which  they  may  find  vacant,  or  any  seats  which 
may  be  assigned  by  the  Speaker  for  their  use  for  the  time  being. 

Representatives'  Chamber. 

98.  Use  of  the  Representatives'  Chamber  shall  not  be 
granted,  except  by  a  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the  members  present. 

Parliamentart  Practice. 

99.  The  rules  of  parliamentary  pra'ctice  shall  govern  the 
House  in  all  cases  to  which  they  are  applicable,  and  in  which 
they  are  not  inconsistent  with  these  Rules  and  Orders,  or  the 
Joint  Rules  and  Orders  of  the  two  branches. 

Suspension,  Amendment,  and  Repeal. 

100.  Nothing  in  these  Rules  and  Orders  shall  be  dispensed 
with,  altered,  or  repealed,  unless  two- thirds  of  the  members 
present  consent  thereto ;  but  this  rule,  and  Rules  39,  48,  and 
98,  shall  not  be  suspended,  unless  by  unanimous  consent  of 
the  members  present.

a  committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institutions  ;

a  committee  on  the  State  House ; 

a  committee  on  Street  Railways  ; 

a  committee  on  Taxation ; 

a  committee  on  Towns ; 

a  committee  on  Public  Health. 

And  each  of  said  committees  shall  consist  of  two  on  the  part  of 
the  Senate,  and  five  on  the  part  of  the  House,  except  the  com- 
mittee on  Banks  and  Banking,  the  committee  on  Claims,  the 
committee  on  Hacbors  and  Public  Lands,  the  committee  on 
Mercantile  Affairs,  the  committee  on  Military  Affairs,  the  com- 
mittee on  Prisons,  the  committee  on  Public  Charitable  Institu- 
tions, the  committee  on  Railroads,  the  committee  on  Street 
Railways,  the  committee  on  Taxation,  and  the  committee  on

of  the  committee  on  the  Treasury  of  the  Senate,  and  the  com- 
mittee on  Finance  of  the  House.  No  member  of  either  house 
shall  act  as  counsel  for  any  party  before  any  committee  of  the 
Legislature.

Rule  2.  The  Joint  committees  of  the  two  houses  may  report 
by  bill,  resolve,  or  otherwise,  to  either  house,  at  their  discre- 
tion ;  and  all  bills  and  resolves  reported  by  them  shall  be  fairly 
written  in  a  legible  hand,  without  material  erasure  or  interlinea- 
tion, on  not  less  than  one  sheet  of  paper,  with  suitable  margins, 
and  spaces  between  the  several  sections;  dates  and  numbers 
being  written  in  words  at  length. 

Rule  3.  Reports  of  joint  committees  may  be  recommitted 
to  the  same  committees  at  the  pleasure  of  the  house  first  acting 
thereon,  without  asking  the  concurrence  of  the  other  branch ; 
and  bills  or  resolves  which  have  been  previously  acted  on  in  one 
branch  may  be  recommitted  in  the  other  without  a  concurrent 
vote>  except  when  recommitted  with  instructions:  provided, 
that,  after  such  recommitment,  report  shall,  in  all  cases,  be  made 
to  the  branch  which  shall  have  ordered  such  recommitment. 

Rule  4.  Whenever  a  report  is  made  from  any  committee  to 
either  house,  and  the  subject-matter  thereof  is  subsequently  re- 
feri*ed  therein  to  a  joint  committee,  such  committee  shall  report 
its  action  to  the  branch  in  which  the  original  report  was  made. 

Rule  5.  If  any  part  of  the  report  of  a  committee  over  the 
signature  of  the  chairman  or  members  of  the  committee  is 
amended  in  either  branch,  the  Clerk  of  that  branch  shall  indorse 

upon  the  report  such  amendment.

Rule  6.  Whenever,  upon  any  application  for  an  act  of 
incorporation  or  other  special  legislation,  the  purpose  for  which 
such  legislation  is  sought  can  be  secured  under  existing  laws, 
or,  without  detriment  to  the  public  interests,  by  general  law, 
the  committee  to  which  the  matter  is  referred  shall  in  all  cases 
report  such  general  law,  or  "leave  to  withdraw,"  or  *.*  inex- 
pedient to  legislate."

RuLS  7.  All  papers,  while  on  their  passage  between  the  two

Rule  8.  After  bills  shall  have  passed  both  houses  to  be 
engrossed,  they  shall  be  in  the  charge  of  the  Clerljs  of  the  two 
houses,  who  shall  deliver  the  same  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Com- 
monwealth, to  be  engrossed  in  the  manner  prescribed  by  law ; 
and,  when  engrossed,  the  said  Clerks  shall  forthwith  deliver  the 
same  to  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  on 
Engrossed  Bills ;  and,  when  the  same  shall  have  passed  to  be 
enacted  in  that  house,  they  shall,  in  like  manner,  be  delivered  to 
the  committee  of  the  Senate  on  Engrossed  Bills. 

Rule  9.  If  anj'  petition,  memorial,  bill,  resolve,  or  order  pre- 
sented or  originating  in  one  branch,  shall  be  adversel}'  acted  upon 
in  the  other,  notice  thereof  shall  be  given,  under  the  signature 
of  the  Clerk,  to  the  branch  in  which  the  same  originated.

Rule  10.  The  Clerk  of  the  house  in  which  a  bill  originated 
shall  make  an  indorsement  thereon,  certifying  in  which  house 
the  same  originated,  which  indorsement  shall  be  entered  on  the 
journals  by  the  Clerks  respectivelj-. 

After  said  bills  shall  have  passed  both  houses  to  be  enacted, 
the  Clerk  of  the  Senate  shall  la}-  them  before  the  Governor  for 
his  approbation,  and  shall  enter  upon  the  Journal  of  the  Senate 
the  day  on  which  the  same  were  laid  before  the  Governor. 

Rule  11.  All  resolves  and  other  papers  which  are  to  be  pre- 
sented to  the  Governor  for  his  approbation,  shall  be  laid  before 
him  in  the  same  manner  as  is  prescribed  in  the  case  of  bills. 

Rule  12.  All  resolves  proposing  amendments  of  the  Consti- 
tution shall  have  three  several  readings  in  each  house,  and  the 
final  question  upon  adopting  the  same  shall  be  taken  by  j'eas 
and  nays. 

Rule  13.  The  President  of  the  Senate  shall  preside  in  con- 
ventions of  the  two  branches ;  and  such  conventions  shall  be 
holden  in  the  Representatives'  Chamber ;  the  Clerk  of  the  Senate 
shall  be  clerk  of  the  convention,  and  a  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  convention  shall  be  entered  at  large  on  the  Journals 
of  both  branches. 

Rule  14.  When  an  agreement  has  been  made  by  the  two 
branches  to  go  into  convention,  such  agreement  shall  not  be 
altered  or  annulled,  except  by  concurrent  vote. 

Rule  15.  No  business  shall  be  entered  on  in  convention 
other  than  that  which  may  be  agreed  oq  before  the  cooventioa 
(s  foriQed. 
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Rule  16.  In  all  elections  by  joint  ballot,  a  time  shall  be 
assigned  therefor  at  least  one  day  previous  to  such  election. 

Rule  17.  The  joint  asserabl}-  required  to  be  held  b}'  the  Act 
of  Congress  approved  Julj-  25,  1866,  entitled  "  An  Act  to  reg- 
ulate the  times  and  manner  of  holding  elections  for  Senators  in 
Congress,"  shall  be  deemed  a  convention  of  the  two  branches ; 
and  the  proceedings  therein  shall  be  in  accordance  with  the  pro- 
visions  of  said  Act.  The  President  of  the  convention  shall 
receive  no  motion  on  any  day  until  one  vote  for  Senator  has 
been  taken.  After  one  vote  fof  Senator  has  been  taken,  no 
motion  shall  be  in  order,  except  a  motion  to  adjourn,  for  a  recess, 
or  to  proceed  to  vote  for  Senator ;  and  these  motions  shall  have 
precedence  in  the  order  of  their  arrangement,  and  shall  be 
decided  without  debate.  If  a  motion  is  made  for  a  recess,  and 
different  times  are  proposed,  the  question  shall  first  be  taken  on 
the  most  remote  time ;  and  the  time  shall  be  determined,  but 
without  debate,  before  the  question  is  put  upon  taking  the 
recess.  On  either  of  the  questions  permitted  by  this  rule,  the 
sense  of  the  convention  shall  be  taken  by  yeas  and  naj'S  when- 
ever required  by  one-fifth  of  the  members  present.  When  the 
yeas  and  nays  are  taken,  the  roll  of  the  convention  shall  be 
called  in  alphabetical  order,  and  no  member  shall  be  allowed  to 
vote  who  was  not  on  the  floor  when  his  name  was  called,  or 
before  the  roll-call  was  finished.  The  call  for  the  3'eas  and  nays 
shall  be  decided  without  debate. 

Rule  18.  Committees  of  Conference  shall  consist  of  three 
members  on  the  part  of  each  house,  representing  its  vote  ;  and 
their  report,  if  agreed  to  by  a  majority  of  each  committee,  shall 
be  made  to  the  branch  asking  the  conference,  and  may  be  either 
accepted  or  rejected :  but  no  other  action  shall  be  had,  except 
through  a  new  committee  of  Conference. 

Rule  19.     Joint  committees  shall  make  final  report  upon  all 

matters  previously  referred  to  them,   on  or  before  the  first 

Wednesday  in  March,  unless  further  time  is  granted  for  cause.

Rule  20.  Petitions,  memorials,  applications,  and  all  other 
subjects  of  legislation  which  shall  be  proposed  or  introduced 
after  the  first  Wednesday  of  February,  shall  be  referred  to  the 
next  General  Court.  This  rule  shall  not  be  rescinded,  amended, 
or  suspended,  except  by  a  concurrent  vote  of  four-fifths  of  the 
members  of  each  house  present  and  voting  thereon.

Rule  22.  No  bill  or  resolve  affecting  directly  the  legal  rights 
of  individuals  or  corporations,  otherwise  than  as  it  affects  gen- 
erally the  interests  of  the  whole  people  of  the  Commonwealth, 
or  of  the  cities  or  towns  to  which  it  specifically  applies,  shall  be 
proposed  or  introduced,  by  amendment  or  otherwise,  except  by 
report  of  a  committee,  upon  petition  duly  presented  and  referred. 
Objection  to  the  violation  of  this  or  the  last  preceding  rale 
may  be  taken  at  any  stage  prior  to  the  third  reading  of  the  bill 
or  resolve.

Rule  23.  The  committee  on  Printing  may  make  regulations 
for  the  distribution  of  all  documents  printed  or  assigned  for  the 
use  of  the  Legislature  not  otherwise  disposed  of,  such  regulatioDs 
to  be  reported  to  and  subject  to  the  order  of  the  two  branches. 

Under  the  general  order  to  print  a  report,  bill,  or  other  docu- 
ment, the  number  printed  shall  be  eight  hundred.

No  printing,  except  as  aforesaid,  and  no  binding  or  engraving, 
shall  be  ordered,  except  upon  the  report  of  the  joint  committee 
on  Printing,  accepted  by  the  Legislature. 

Bills,  reports,  and  other  documents,  printed  under  the  general 
order  of  either  house,  shall  be  distributed  as  follows,  to  wit : 
Two  copies  to  each  member  of  the  Senate  and  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives (to  be  placed  on  his  file  under  the  direction  of  the 
Sergeant-at-Arms,  if  desired  by  the  member)  ;  three  copies  to 
each  clerk  in  either  branch,  and  three  copies  to  each  reporter  in 
regular  attendance,  to  whom  a  seat  has  been  assigned  in  either 
branch ;  twenty  copies  to  the  Executive ;  twenty  copies  to  the 
Secretary's  ofiSce ;  six  copies  to  the  State  Library ;  and,  when 
the  document  is  the  report  of  a  committee,  ten  copies  shall  be 
assigned  to  the  committee  making  the  report.  The  Sergeant-at- 
Arms  shall  preserve  as  many  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  per- 
manent files,  to  be  placed  in  the  lobbies,  and  distribate  the

remainder  under  such  regulations  as  may  be  prescribed  by  said 
joint  committee.
